It is the purpose of the consum­ 
ing fire Hie graduation audience was 
told, to warn us that “we cannot 
trifle with moral laws of God and 
not pay the penalty.” 
The text also gives us the ex- I 
ample of fire as God’s purifying I 
force, the Rev. Dr. Manges said. ! 
This interpretation means that there I 
will be pain and suffering in life 
for human beings, but that nothing 
good and Christ-like will be de­ 
stroyed in the "fires of affliction.” 
This purifying or refining fire of 
God also puts energy, zest and pow­ 
er into the human soul, the speak­ 
er declared. 
Moses. Peter and Paul 
all displayed new power In their 
lives after coming into contact with 
the Holy Spirit’s refining fire, the 
Rev. Dr. Manges said, and added in , 
conclusion: 
"We should come Into contact 
with Clirist, not alone for the co n -1 
smiting or refining power of God s 
fire, but for Hie whole meaning of 
the baptism that makes God our 
inspiration and aspiration of life.”

The Red Cross suggests a mild 
cathartic but your doctor may think 
you do not need one.

ment out of the children’s reach
